Three resolutions were adopted 
by the Lake County Board of 
Supervisors during a special ses- 
sion held Wednesday, Nov. 10, 
which, in effect, commit the 
county, to a multi-million dollar 
toad construction program ever 
the next five years. 

County Highway Superintend- 
ent M. Amstutz made a lengthy 
presentation to' supervisors before 
votes were taken on the resolu- 
tions. He outlined proposed free- 
ways, upgrading of existing 
roads, population and motor ve- 
hicle registration projections, and 
the. amount of money to be allo- 
cated to Laft'c County out of the 
$2-billion Illinois Highway Im- 
provement bonii issue. 

Amstutz told supervisors the 
County, in order to receive the 
allocation, must' provide between 
$2fl-milliou and $30-million toward 
completion of the proposed $266- 
jnilliori program. He said .such a 
'bond Issue would be paid-, off 
without an increase in present 
rates through motor fuel tax re- 
bates to the County. This hinges 
on establishing the constitution- 
ality of House Bill 445 which has 
been signed into law. iThe bill 
allows counties to float bonds 
without referendum to be retired 
by MFT refunds. . 

According to; the superintend- 
ent, Lake County will receive 
.$2(M-milIion .from the State for 
work on the proposed 87 "miles of 
freeway and total 353 miles of 



construction and improvements. I plan bo used in deliberations by 



Two-thirds of the. work is to be 
finished in three years."" 

All three resolutions, to pro* 
vide for, tho joint State-County 
project, authorization to,, engage 
consulting engineers for design 
of the system, and for the State's 
Attorney to test the constitution- 
ality of HB 445 for issuing tho 
bonds, passed the Board unani- 
mously. As one supervisor, put 
it, "Based on population projec- 
tions X don't think we have any 
choice but to go ahead with this 
plan." 

Assistant supervisors, on the 
Lake County Board banded to- 
gether during a special session 
Nov. 19 to 'defeat a resolution

This included, tabulation of write- 
in votes In Lake County's 231 pre- 
cincts. All results were, exactly 
the same as those .processed 
through the computer on election 
night. The county uses the IBM 
Votomatic punchcard system.'. 
Dwight Magalis,- .head of the 
county's data procecssing depart- 
ment, said there were about 7,000 
more ballots* cast Tuesday than 
there were in the . con-con pri- 
mary, for a total of 37,310 in both 
the 31st and, 32nd districts In 
Lake County. There arc 147,555 
registered voters. The turnout at 
the polls . represented 25.28 per 
cent of those registered to vote: 
Winners In the 31st district 
were: Mary A, Pappas of Lake 
Bluff, and John D. Wcnum. of. 
Lake Forest. Delegates from the 
32nd. district, which, also takes 
in a portion of Mctfcnry County, 
arc: Jcanettc Mullen and Jeffrey 
Ladd. ■ 

Supervisor Ronald' Coles of 
Lake Villa Township, chairman 
of the County Board of Super- 
visor's data processing commit- 
tee, praised precinct judges for 
helping turn out a quick vote re- 
turn on election night . . At the 
same time he said a greater sav- 
ing in time and money could be 
accomplished if election judges 
would screen the computer cards 
more thoroughly before deliver' 
Ing them to the county building. 
Coles said, "Too many, people 
still don't know how to use the 
Votomatic. We've had . cases 
where individuals would break 
the metal stylus in the voting 
booths, use pencils or pens to 
launch the, cards, and even some 
who held the card in- their hands 
and. tried io punch out the cor- 
rect column. That's why we have 
had so many . shutdowns on the 
computer and why wc have to 
keep so many people on hand 
here to screen these cards." 

Even so, Magalis said the final 
printout in Tuesday's election 
came . just three hours and 35 
minutes after the polls closed at 
G p.m. . 

Lowell Wirth, deputy county 
clerk in charge of elections, 
says there is no comparison in 
time, efficiency and accuracy be- 
tween the electronic ' system and 
paper ballots. As far as mangled 
ballots and ineptitude in punch- 
ing the IBM cards, Wirth says 
the problem has diminished 'con- 
siderably since the inception of 
Votomatic. 

Ono thing most people arc not 
aware of .is the time needed' for 
election preparation. Wirth's de- 
partment alone puts in about 
three weeks work getting ready 
for an election, and then there is 
the sorting of equipment and ma- 
terials to be done afterward. 

As for cost, elections in Lake 
County average about $70,000. 
Wirth says the 'figure is a bit 
higher for a regular- general elec- 
tion. ■ Most of- the expenditure 
goes toward paying, election 
judges in the county's 231 pre- 
cincts.

OnMehls 

Tho^IIniversity of Illinois Ex- 
tension Service , Home Econo- 
mists, Mrs. Helen Volk and Mrs. 
Barbara Dnhl, presented a lesson 
on' "Quick Nutritious Meals" to 
homemakers ' from Extension 
Units throughout Lake County 
this week. 

" The 23 organized units consist- 
ing of almost 700 enrolled mem- 
hers met together at four class 
.sessions held at the new Exten- 
sion Building on Ihe Fairgrounds, 
Grayslake. There were both af- 
ternoon and evening sessions on 
November IK and 19. 

Since every homemaker is 
eager to keep her family healthy 
she realizes she must prepare 
and serve the kinds of foods re- 
quired for a well-balanced diet. 
It is no wonder homemakers are 
concerned these days when they 
are confronted with cyclamales, 
monosndium . glutamatc,' choles- 
terol, . overweight, rising food 
prices, food additives, a host of 
new. products including conven- 
ience foods, fewer meals eaten at 
home—all these problems, plus 
the findings that malnutrition 
cuts across all segments of soci- 
ety— not "only the poor are under- 
nourished-^it is mostly a matter 
or education and making proper 
use of the abundance of foods 
produced' in our United States. 

The lesson included a discus- 
sion of ihe "Basic Four Food 
Groups" and menu planning in- 
cluding foods from this daily food 
guide. Convenience foods on the 
market - today, were evaluated. 
Many of them were included in 
the^ihree meals— breakfast, lunch 
and dinner— which the advisers 
prepared and displayed on attrac- 
tively set tables. Recipes were 
included in (lie lesson sheets. 
Each group session ended with 
a social period when the' home 
makers enjoyed tasting the foods 
prepared from these recipes; 

Recommendations endorsed 'til 
the meetings were: - 

1. Introduce and enlarge nu- 
trition science «in the elementary 
and secondary -school curricula. 

2. Enforce regulatory control 
of food advertising claims, includ- 
ing those* for vitamins, lo con- 
form wilh scientific fact. 

3. Enlarge nutrition .education 
among doctors, nurses, dietitians 
and teachers to make them com- 
petent educators in this area of 

-health-protection. — ■ ■' / ' ., • " ' 

4. Homemakers prepare and 
train their families to cal nutri- 
tious meals resulting in huuyant 
health. '
